H.R. 5082, to amend the Fair Debt Collection
Practices Act to exclude law firms and licensed at-
torneys who are engaged in activities related to legal
proceedings from the definition of a debt collector,
to amend the Consumer Financial Protection Act of
2010 to prevent the Bureau of Consumer Financial
Protection from exercising supervisory or enforce-
ment authority with respect to attorneys when un-
dertaking certain actions related to legal pro-
ceedings, and for other purposes (H. Rept.
115-892); and

H.R. 5323, to amend the Dodd-Frank Wall Street
Reform and Consumer Protection Act to establish an
exemption from the credit valuation adjustment cal-
culation for uncleared derivatives transactions with
end-users so that United States companies are not
disadvantaged, and for other purposes, with an
amendment (H. Rept. 115-893). Page H7747
